leefe, and what God hath put into me : for my bap- 
riſme, mie education and bringing vp would teſthe 
it ; 1 having beene deſcended trom ſuch perſons, 
whereof ſome haue had the feeling of Gods truth 
within them, and others the very confidence of pro- 
feffing it openly. Bur the publike calamities, which 
for ſo many yeeres haue afflited this eſtate, haue 


braught to mee in particular for my part thislofſe,

(more to be lamented then any other) that I could 
neuer haue a taſte of that good afteftion which pa- 
rents are wont to beare toward their children z and 
that thoſe, from whoſe carc I might hane looked for a 
faithfull inftrution in matters of ſaluation , having 
beene taken out ofthe miſeries of this world, as ſoone 
almoſt as I camevnto it, there was left vnto mee no 
other light then for the _ and my ſoule ſtill con- 
tinued in darkneſſe and the ſhadow ot death, and that 
in ſuch manner, that accordingly as I grew in age, fo 
I daily proceeded in errour, and ftraying from leſus 
Chriſt and his Goſpell, 1 ftray:d likewile from mine 
owne happineſle, and had beene likely miſerably to 
continue in that lamentable and deplorable eſtate 
euen vnto this day,and fo forwards,it God,who know- 
eth who are his, and whoſe names hee hath written in his 
booke of life, had not had pittic'of me: and ifthe good- 
neſle of him, who ſhewerh mercy to whoms hee ſbeweth 
mercy, had nat preuented mee, and formally oppoſed 
it ſelfe to the milchiefe which was plealing vnto me, 
and to that curſe, which being to mee the greateſt of 
all, yetaboue all others was hugged and liked of by 
my foule. And if the kindneſle of God rowards mee 
hath beene eminentin regard of the thing it (ele, in 
that he hath vouckſafed ro deliver me from the pow- 
er ofdarkneſle, for to tranſlate me to the kingdoame 
of his well-beloued ſonne ; the meanes. alſo which ir 
hath pleaſed him to vſe for to bring to paſſerhis hap- 
pieeftet, are no leſſe worth the conſidering, in; that 
God of the meanes of my totall perdition (atleaſt as 
they might ſeeme likely ro bee) hath wade as many 
meanes of my conuerfion to bim, according as hee ts

wont todrayw ſweetneſſe out of bitter things for his 
children, and generally z make all things to turne to the gong, 
beſt for theſe who are called according to his determined

It is now twelue yeeres agoe when I was at Rome: 

(I will ſay no more) there mine eyes ſaw wonders, 
butſuch as were quire of another nature then thoſe 
which hererofore che Apoſtles (being direfted and 
animated by the holy Spirit) brought forth for to au- 
theorize and confirme the dodrine of grace. And 
how carefully and induſtriouſly ſoener 1 was nurtu- 
red inighvrance,and brought vp in the hatred of the 
Religion, and the loue of 1dolatrie, yer I could ne- 
uer bee hindred from perceining that there was a 
eatdi rtion betweene the ſtate of thoſe, who 
acthisday doe dominecre ouer the Church, and the 
condition of the, who formerly did feed the flocke 
of Chriſt thac was committed vnto them. Yet,that 
was ſcarce any more, then if I ſhould haue beheld 
the darknefle of the night, withour being able to dil- 
cethieche brightneſle of the day: or if I did beginne to 
take notice, it was in that manneras men beginne to 
ſeearthe breake of day. That beginning, how ſmall 
ſoeuer it was then, did not continue vnprofrable : 
rheriling otche-Sunne drew nigh, the light increa- 
ſed, andwas [trengthned in mine vnderſtanding ; the 
abuſes of Poperie appeared vnto me both groſſerand 
more'z God leftnot in mee his worke vnperfet, hee 
did pur me in tninde of inquiring a little further, and 
to be informed truly by himſelte in his owne word, 
whether of-the two Religions that are receiued in 
this Kingdome might hauethe vpper hand in _ 
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of the truth, or had more conformitie vnto this word. 
This enquirie did make mee to reſolue about ſome 
three yeeres lince, to forlake the ſeruice which 1 inde 
condemned in the Scripture, and to embrace that 
which I find therein commanded, and to come forth- 
wich out of Babylon,tor feare that partaking longer of 
her knowne crimes, I ſhould bring my ſelte into.a ma- 
nifeſt danger of partaking of her voknowne plagues. 
Whileſt | had this reſolution, which came to me trom 
God, behold onthe contrary many conliderations, 
which came from elſewhere : on the one (ide were 
preſented to mine eyes the luſtre, the pompe,the dig- 
nities, the greatneſle,the hopes of the earth,and with 
all chis oſtentation ot che glories ofthe world, as it 
were 4 certaine voice well-neere like to that which 
laid ſometimes toour Lord , 7 will giue thee all theſe 
things, if thew fall downe and worſhip mee : onthe other 
lide, the pouertie, the miſeries, the ruines of houſes, 
the hatred, the contempr, and all what is moſt ableto 
cauſea diſtaſte, which ſhould bee mine aſſured lot in 
caſe of change. Theſe tworentations, the one on the 
right,aMthe other onthe left hand, did make me ſub 
pendcheefteR ofthar wil which the ſpiric of God had 
inlinuatcd into my ſpirit;]l looked behind me a good 
while, / withheld the truth in unrighteouſwes | made my 
ſelfe be!eeue that by doing much euil I ſhould have 
good done vnto me; | fled from the preſence of God, 
bur God did make me at length tecle that he deceiues 
himſelfe, which thinkes to ſcape by ſwiftneſſe from 
before him : he prepared for me a Whale forto ſwal- 
low me, bur yet nor forto deſtroy me ; I waschaſte- 
ned by his hand, and that through the ſamethings

igthe which I had finned: he tooke away out of mine 
hands both that which I had, and that which I had 
not. And now my hopes were cut off euen at the 
root, now many things by me poſſeſſed were loſt for 
me, now my libertie (more preciousthen all cherelt) 
was taken _ me : but God bepraiſed, who having 
taken from mee {0 many things, yethath giuen mee 
ſo many, that if hee hath ſent mee any ecuill, it was 
onely forto ſend me ſome good zifhe bath made mec 
pee it was for to make meericher then ecuer I was 
ctore,andrhat in better riches,in thoſe namely that 
arethe onely true ones: ifhee hath made my body to 
bee caſt into priſon, it was for to make my ſoule to 
come out of thrall: if hee hath ſuffered mee to fall in- 
tothe handsof ſuch men as hated me,it was for fearc 
that I ſhould fall into his hands, yea into his hands as 
heis arigorous Iudge,and yet tothe end thatl might 
fall into bis hands, as hee is a kinde and mercifull Fa- 
ther, andthart I might learne romy coſt (being [ 
could not doe it by the example of others ) to feare 
him, toreuerence him, to giue him the glory, and to 
conſecrateto him whatſocuer belongs rome,withour 
any reſeruation, as I acknowledge my lelfetruly and 
after an infinite number of ſorts to be bound to doe, 
and acknowledgelikewile,that it was the pure mercy 
of God that I was not conſumed, becauſe that his 
compaſſons did not faile me. And ſeeing that God 
hath done mee that fauour, that his word doth (crue 
mee at this day in ſtead ofa lampe for my feer, and of 
alight for my fteps, rothis word and ro this Scrip- 
ture, divinely inſpired, I purpoſeto keepe mee, with- 
outeuer any more repairing tothe traditions * men, 
| B ecing

ſeeing that God hath giuen Ieſus Chriſt forto be the 
head to his Church ( of the which I am a member) 
for to bee the onely Mediatour berweene him and 
men, and our Aduocate towards his Father ; tor to 
be the onely Prieſt tor cuer, for ro haue an cuerlaſting 
Prieſthood, and for to offer (as hee hath offered) one 
onely ſacrifice for {innes, for to bee the Lambe of 
God, whoſe bloud doth cleanſe vs from all linne, tor 
to fit for euer atthe right hand of God,and to be held 
in the heauen vntill thetime of the re-eſtabliſhing of 
all things, and vnrill chat hee {hall come from thence 
for to iudge the quicke andthe dead : Iacknowledge 
from henceforth no more (to the preiudice of him) 
any miniiteriall head of the Church on the earth, nor 
Aduocate, taken from among eicher men or Angels, 
nor any Prieſt ſacrificing his body, nor Maſle ſerving 
for a propitiatorie ficrifice for the linnes ofthe living 
andthe dead, nor Purgatorie after this life, nor reall 
preſence of the body ana bloud of lefus Chriſt in the 
Sacrament vnder the kindes of bread and wine. And 
becauſe thatthe Spirit of God doth teach mee, that 
no fle{h is iuſtified by the workes ofthe Law,bur only 
by faith in Ieſus Chriſt, 1 will no longer forge vnto 
my ſelte any merit of good workes, and much lefle of 
ſupererogation z and will account the good workes 
ot the faithfull ro haue beene prepared by God, to 
the end that wee may walke therein, and will eſteeme 
them to be the way io the Kingdome of heautn, and not the 
cauſe of raigming. And it is in thistruth, and in the pro- 
teſhon thereof, that I deſire, and that I promile here 
before God, his Angels, and his Church, ro bee wil- 
ling toliueand to die, deteſting with all mine _

aboutthe Princeeft Conpe, on the 
22. of Aug»ft, this preſent yeere,

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Haue with the firſt con- 


uentency ſent ouer vn- 
ro you, the newelt, and 
(heere) moſt knowne 
newes,dated, as before; 
having receiued noler- 
ters from you ſince the 
renth of the ſame. And 
whereas, not onely in 


many betore ,bu: elpecially i in your laſt, you (eri- 
oully importun'd mee (knowing what windes

blew heere ) to give you intelligence of French 
preſent occurrences, as they ſhall happen, I haue 
done ſo, rather toſatisfie your minde, defirous of 
noueltics, than to pleaſe my lelfe in ſerting downe 
the troubles of others , that haue too many of 
mine owne. France (as you know) is to mee 
nothing , in regard I am an Engliſhman and a 
ſtranger to her fations. GShee 1s as one of her 
Vineyards, rob'd by French-men in my light, 
which ſtelth is no lofſe ro mee. I ſtand fafe on 
the ſhore, and beholde her fides beating vpon a 
rocke, the wrackel fteclenot; yetam [ bound, in 
common humanitic, rocompaſhonate my ncigh- 
bours ſorrow , ſeeing his houſe burning abour his 
cares: And doethercforeproreſtto you, that I ſut- 
fer as much, as if 1 were a naturall French-man 
borne, in being preſent within fo goodly a Citie 
as Paris 1s, When (hee is full (at leaſt looking 
howrely to bee ſo) of turmolles, vproares, and ci- 
uill combuſtion: and to ſee fo many thouſands of 
the French (I meane the Pariſiens) walke vp and 
downe with ſuch amazed, wilde, and diſtrafted 
faces ; that it rennebein a troupe together, not 
three of them can ſafely ſweare, that a fourth man 
is his friend. In cuery ltreer, yea at every corner, 
the people flocke in heapes, muttering and mur- 
muring, and whiſpzring one ro another ; and no- 
thing 1s more expected, (nay more deſired by 
jome):han that a ſword may be drawne, to the end 
that pellmeli they may fall co cutting of chroares. 
The Townes of France arerich,and fpoiles would 
now taſte ſweetly , eſpecially to the Pelant , who 

witheth

wiſheth to build vpon his countries ruines, and 
to ſet an edge vpon his fury, this occaſion gaue ad- 
uantage., For vpon the twentie two of _Huguft, 
now preſent, (euen this day, in which 1 write vnto 
you) the Prince of Conde being in Pars, well ac- 
companyed , came to the Court, where hee had 
not beenelong, but he was ſurprized and carryed 
prilonertothe Zounre , why bee came, and whe- 
ther of himſelfe or fent for, is not in my know- 
ledge, and if I ſhould fer downe all which I heare 
touching the cauſes of this ſurprizall ( of whoſe 
true notice I deſire notto bee guiltic) you might 
thinke mee, either very idle, to call cuery ſhadow 
a ſubſtance, or elſe very bufic to bee ſo inquiſitiue 
inthe affaires of a kingdome, when mine uwne are 
alrogerher private. I had rather walke vp and 
downe the ſtreets of Paris ( albeit with (ome feare 
of danger) than thruſt my head into their Coun- 
cell chambers, and to meddle with Princes mat- 
ters, which no whit concerne mee. And therefore 
doe I ſparingly deliner you theſe vproares, not 
ſearching intothe ground and reaches of them, as 
hearing various and inconftantreports: I giuecare 
to many, but credit few , and dare not ( albeir | 
might) viter my owne opinion, becauſe 1am as 
loth to wrong you by this of mine, as that you 
ſhould doe the like ro your friends in England, by a 
ſecond relation. The Prince of Conde being ta- 
ken , the Duke of Y<ndoſme eſcaped, Others like- 
wile fearing the ſame danger, met with the ſame 
happy meanes of fafetie:For the Duke of BowiYon, 


-. With Tremwowlle , & many other perſonages of note 
3 being 
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being at a ſermon, having notice given, asthey 

came from Church,fled;and to make their (1de the 

ſtronger, the Duke Du Aaine isioyn'd with them. 

| How theſe Noble-men camertothe knowledge of 
the Prince of Condees ſurprizall, is ( cuen heere) 

| doubttull. Some ſay by a French Page, who ſaw- 
| him carried away, & that he was, demanded to de- 
| liver vp his {word, which he refefed co do: others 
otherwiſe : Buthowſocuer ithappened,it ſeem'd a 

good and miraculons deliuerance of the reſt, (who 

hold with him) if-at leaſt they turne nor that 

preſeruation of themſelues, ro the confuſion of 

others. Which the rather is to bee teared , for 

that hauing (to auoid the blow) turned their 

backes for ſatety, they now ( as it is thought ) 

arme their hands with weapons, aſſembling 

themſelues, and freinds with all their forces at 

S0i/ſons,co make their party (for defence)as ſtrong 

as they can. Now, whether in loue tothe Prince 

of Conde, or in hate for any private reſpeR they 

beare the Marqueſſe d'Awcres ; a man famous in- 

ough in _— and elle where for exceeding fa- 

uours, done him by the Queene mother in France; 

or whether ( asoften it ſo happeneth) a deſire of 

doing (otnething(though never ſo ill) ſerthe com- 

mon peoples fingers on itching , I know not: But 

preſently vpon furprizall of the Prince ( it being 

noyſd through Pars, that hee was ſent priſoner to 

the Zownre) they ranne in heapes and height of 

tury ro the Marquees houſe, aflaulted, entred, and 

rifled it ; making ſpoyle of all that was init, and 

when no other prey could feede them , they ſpent 

theix

their maliceon the inſenſible walles (tearing and bea- 
ting the building downe) which (if hee could haue 


beene gotten) they ſwore to execute vpon himlelfe. 
In this eſtare rhe Kingdome ſtill tands.
